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BAEL ORAWPORDS' BO»T. 

Dlfacultios Esperioacod in Its Trans- 
portation from Italy to Scotlaad- 
Riflinff tlio Tomi3...Kocovor7 of the 
Body on tho Grounds of Dunoolit 
House. 

On tho ISth iustavit tho body of the 
EafV of^C/awford ■ and Balcnrri)*, which 
was stolen live months affo from the fam- 
ily vault, lit Duuecht House, AliordiMMi- 
Hliiro, was found on tlm f,'roundH <ii tho 
lalo Earl's estate. 1'horo is i>vei y Jvason 
to believe that the body was returned by 
iho rubbers who roitii'ved it finni tho 
vault, and a man suspoctod of being oon- 
cernocl in tho theft has boon arrested. 

Tlio robbery of tho Earl of Crawford's 
body was a strikiiiir instance .Tnd daring 
Hucco.s.'; of the tliicvt.s, who.si! oliav.icter 
and skill were .IS much a mystery to the 
dotoctivea of .Scotland Yard as to the or- 
dinaryTriewap.-ipor rcadqra.. The J^nrl's 
death •occurred at FlotohcQ.K Xtalyj iu 
December, 1880, aittl ^tfKWtefl '^■Uld--^ 
Hproad notice at the time on account of 
ihu cniineiico of the deceased, and the 
wealth and hit;li Htiiliou of his family. 
Til her solicitude for the safe conveyance 
of her husband's rcmaiii.s back to Jiiif^- 
Innd, the Countess of Crawford fjavo di- 
«>of.ions that a triple casket bo made, 
wirhanouterp.no of walnut, on which 
:i largo cross v!y.s carvod- in relief. Tho 
remains were euibahiifd, then encased 
in a leaden scaled casket, "tnd special 
l)rivilog08,; which wore accorded by tlio 
Jtalian railway companiaa, rondored the 
journey both safe and expeditious. The 
onnveyanc-o of the remains across the 
Alps w.as a work of very groat dilliculty, 
but under the euro of liio conliilontial 
servant of the deceased they reached 
Franco in safety. A small steamer 
wa.s chartered to convey the body to 
l..ondon, but she encountered such a 
violent gale in cro.ssing the Channel 
that the coflni liail to ho lashed on 
deck. The removal to Aberdeen was 
.saff'ly efl'ectcd. There anothei- diffi- 
culty presented itself. No lioarse 
l!i.rg{; enough to receive tlie outer cof- 
fin could be jiroi-nred, and the outer 
shell had to be rciiioved. It was, how- 
ever, deposited aflerwiu'd in the crypt 
alongside the three (.ollins in which the 
remains were incased. On tho day that 
the body was removed from Aberdeen 
to Dunecht, one of tlie most violent; 
snow storms ever experienced in Scot- 
lund broke out, and to such a depth 
did the snow a<'cumulate thiit on the 
return journey the liear.se was imbed- 
ded by the wny.sido, and remained sev- 
eral days in the snow before it could 
be removed to Aberdeen, and the men 
■svho accompanied it sutfered great 
liardsbip. Under tliese auspices the 
body of the dead J'ltrl found a resting- 
]>lace on tho family estate. 

Tho vault in which the remains 
were placed was built under the cha- 
pel which adjoins Dunecht llou.se. 
The chapel was visited daily by the 
Earl's family and tenants, and any in- 
terference with the tomb, it would 
seem, would have been instantly ob- 
served. But on the night of Novem- 
ber 20th the chapel was entered, four 
heavy slabs of marble, ..jvfighjng each 
nearly a ton, movcdVoS*' the- vault, 
threis caskets opened and the remains 
of tho. dead-'?Earl carriiid away. Tho 
leaden casket was saweil in twain, the 
lids of liie. wooden ones neatly un- 
screwed and liic rest of tho work ac- 
complished by Llie ghouls skillfully and 
without tho least violence. Tho object 
of the thieves oloarly was money, and 
tlie opinion was that; they must have 
been well acquainted with the district. 
That several persons were engaged in 
the robbery was pretty certain. Tho 
slabs were of C-'aithness stone, very 
heavy, being si.K feet square and sever- 
al ipches tUiclc. punccht iiopse is 
about a mile from the road, and so the 
t hieves might carry on their operations 
tinmolostod by the public; but the f.act 
of the chaporbcing connected with tlio 
hou.se made it a matter of certainty 
that Iho ihefl niu.st luive been perpe- 
trated during the night. The doceaBCd 
Earl being a spare man, tho thieves 
woijlcLbp able to carry olT the bp9y 'ill; 
tho'itiore easily. ' On December' 1st a' 
laborer jiassing tho si)ot noticed tho 
«listurbanco of the vault, and it was 
soon found tliat the remains of the 
Earl had disaiipearcd. The most ex- 
traordinary feature of fie ca.sp w.riJ< 
that in iSIay preceding thjs-:ageiit ■ ior 
the present $!arl of Grawford'iml Bftl-' 
cayrps received an anonymous letiof 
informing him that tho tomb had been 
opened and the body removed, but re- 
garding tho matter as a hoa.v he took 
no notice of it and did not even make 
enquiries, although during the slimmer 
a Btrong smoU was noticed issuing 
fronjithc vault, which was attributed 
to the decay of the Bowers. 

Contrary to e.\peetation, and per- 
bap.s, to ]n-ecodent, tho present Earl of- 
fered no reward for tho return of his 
father's body, but trusteil to tho - re- 
sources of Scotland . Yard to. diacpi^er 
tho^ideutlty of th§ t^ioyps, geteiSt^ea 
wefe .emp.loyed to" ?oltow up every 
cle^ri»»it to'np avail. At one .tijne. it^ 



was supposed that the thieves had es 
Caped - to tho United Staten, taking 
their- .ghastly- burden with them. 
Scotland Yard entered into eomuiuni- 
cutioii with tho New York police, and 
officers were' ttlbrt on both sides of tb© 
Atlantic^ but ^it now transpires that 
the remains were probably in safe keep- 
ing within a few miles of Dunecht 
House, and -the eft'orts of the |)olice 
were ns/aimiess as the plans of tho 
thieves were well-laid but fruitlo.ss. 
The surprising conclusion is, that the 
robbers, having failed to: derive a'.iy n; 
ward, should have the audacity to re 
turn their booty to the, grpunds of Du- 
necht House.

who vi.'Hli'd bis ]iriviUi' siib^nn and 
malice upon hiiu tbroui;b tiie columns 
of tho. paper in charge of which iu an 
ovil rnoracut ho had been placed. 31 r. 
Shak<?apoavc wa.s defeated, whereupon 
the editor p-o tern, indulgetl in the 
t'ollowing .Hcroi'd:

Durinc the ro- 
I'cnt contest for the commons t\\Q Stnn- 
i/nrd opposed I\Ir. r.aker .md !Mr. 
.Shakespeare; T/tc Cidonlst supported 
ihem. Tho result, victory for ISlr. 
Baker and Air. Sbakespcare, and 
downfall of Mr. Do Cosmos. For en 
compa.ssing tho defeat of tiiat late u.se- 
le.sH reprcsontati vo, Mr. Shakespeare is 
held up by the Stnndanl as ''an iii- 
grate." Why? Because he supported 
Mr. De Cosmos politically for more 
than twenty years, and only when ho 
found that tho presence of that gentle- 
man at Ottawa was productive of more 
harm than good, dropped him and heat 
him — beat him badly. That Mr.

•■^yHtem styled it .a failure and consurod 
the government for adopting it ] Not this 
journal, which has ever been ti consi.stont 
iidvocato of tho .systom; neither did tho 
system originate with the Walkcni govern- 
ment.

In a shed in the rear is tho carpenter's 
shop, where the soap boxes are [lut to- 
gether from the box lumber .sawn to size 
from tho mill of Mr, Muir at Hooke. 

After tho soap is boiled it is emptied into 
vats on small wheels, which hold about 
1100 pouiida each. Tho vat frame can 
afterwards be rciiiovod, when the soap is 
iiiHtantaneously cut into b.-irs by a rpi^jui- 
site number of wires tixed in a wooden 
frame. This machine cuts 1000 pounds 
at once, but for tho finer kind.s of soap 
hand machines arc used. 

SOAf MANlKACTl'ItKll. 

The coarsest soap manufactureil is 
whal«<- oil soft soap, of which there are 
two kinds; one being used for killing in-

Tho Oalloge Soliool has, for. the last 22 
years, boon doing tv most important and 
iiaeful work in tlio education iiiid training 
of boys. It luis exi)iiricnccd tlio ordinary 
fluctuations to which uU Schools witliout 
cndowmout iire necessarily liiiblu, but 
liappily has snrvivod thoni, :ind to nil ap- 
pearances was catering upon a new period: 
of luefulncsft and pi:oBpority.> - The iex-< 
poctation thus formed was for tho mo- 
niont ili.spelliHl by tho firo which deprived 
the Schoiil of it.s lnni^-CRtiibli.sheil local 
hiibitiition on Chui'ch ilill. This di.s- 
iiBtei', unfortiiniito as it undoubtedly in, 
may hov;uver jjiiivo a turning point in 
tho history of the tschool, and tontl even- 
tually to its ru-foundation. on. a wider 
basis, with a groator reach in tho way of 
accoiitability and nf iificfnliio.ss to the 
I'roviiice at hii^e. 

Two qucitions cauu> ]>ruinitu'iit.ly bo- 
foro tho Council in their ileliboratioits: 

I. The desirability of enlarging tho 
present .School foundation by tho ostab- 
li.shniout uf a .'soiiior oi* College Depart- 
iiu-nt, tor tho liighor cducatimi cf youth, 
and priptiratiou lor the learned I'rofe.s- 
.nioiis:— ;i. (Jharter of iiicorporarion to ho 
ill time st'cnreil for the (Jollcgo, with a 
view to obtaining tho usual dogroe.s, anil 
iiltiniiitt! alliliatioii to ilic rroviucial Uni- 
versity, when .siicli I niver.'iity shall have 
lii en ostablishod. 

The oxtcBsi'»ii of the pre.icnt 
.''^cliool into a hii'go llnardiiig .School, 
whicii may draw il.'s buys not only from 
tho Ishiuil ami .Mainhmd portions of our 
Province, but finin tlu- iuljiiceiit Ainori- 
can States. 

In considering those two qiicRtions tho 
Council were unaninions in advising both. 
Thoy fool that tho chiinis of higher edu- 
cation in ,a coiiinuinity hiu-Ii n.s onr.s, are 
now advanced enoti^h In i,';ill for fuller 
dovelopiiieul and eiihu'geil opportiinitic.i. 
They are also of opiuinii that oven on 
material giound.s, the establishment of a 
good Ec'iirding .School for boys inii.st bo 
nn object which all would have an iiitor- 
ost in aiding antl furthering, as being 
beneficial in many ways to the coinniu- 
nity generally. 

As .1 local Day School, the College 
School would, nH in iir^vious years, con- 
tinue to supply an acknowledged want, 
but as a Bnardiiig School its influence 
and ailvant.'ige.s, direct and indirect, 
woillil bo felt more extensively in our 
inidsl. Ainei'ican feeling i., .siillieiently 
in fftvi'ir of Kiigli.sli I raining for their 
children to justil'v the expectation 
that a conaidorablfc number of boys 
might be drawn from the United .Statiw 
to such an Institution, anil tho well- 
known he;dlliiness and beautiful siir- 
roiindings of \'ictori:i, where the .School 
liaa been in operation for sn many year.s, 
would uiiiloubtedly attract temporary in- 
habitants dcairoiis of availing themselves 
of tho educational advantagca thus of- 
fered. At tho saiiio time it is hoped that 
Huoh a School elliciently conducted and 
iidministcreil would en:iblo it to retain, 
as pupils, boys of our own Province, 
who.so parents have been compelled to 
Bend thooi clsowhero for eiliicational bene- 
fits which tho College School would then 
bo in a position to supply- 
While tho Institution thus proposed 
would be necessarily in connection with 
the Church of England, the Council are 
iiblo to point confidontly to the boys who 
havo passed through tho School dur- 
ing tho last 22 years, many of whom were 
not Church of England boys, in proof 
that in the future, as in the past, the con- 
scientious scruples of all will bo re- 
spected. 

Tho Council havo therefore no hesita- 
tion in appealing for tho sympathy and 
aid of the Public in furtherance of tho 
two special objects at which thoy aim, 
viz. , tbo dovelopmont of higher (Univer' 
sity) education, and tho Gstablishnient of 
a Provincial Bo.ardiiig .School, fully 
equipped in respect of buildings and ap- 
purtenances as may befit what it is trusted 
will bo tho groat English Public School 
of the Pacific Coast. Similar Institutions 
havo already been founded and are suc- 
ceasfiilly iiiaintained in the other Pro- 
vince.H oi the iJoniinion, and have com- 
m.aniled general interest ami support. 

The Council would further mention tlut they have 
as a nucleus ot thu proponie Bliildlni; Fund the sum
